A STARTLING 810RY 


Told by a Confessed Bnrglar 
in Court. 


TWO DETECTIVES 
IMPLICATED. 


8erious C harges Made by G eorge W. 
B ash an d Jam es C lark in J u s ­ 
tice C heney’s C o u rt. 


George W. Bush and Jam es Clarke 
were before Judge Cheney yeaterday on 
a charge of burglary. 
These young 
crooks pleaded guilty to the charge of 
burglarizing the house of Willie Paris, 
agent of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company, at 129 Ninth street, February 
28th. 
When asked if they bad anything 
to say a great sensation wae created in 
court by Bash saying he wished to 
make an im portant statem ent. 
The 
oath was duly adminiotered, and the 
confessed burglar proceeded to make an 
allegation to the effect that Em il Harris 
and Theodore Metzler are playing the 
very same game one Lucas, a detective, 
was said to have played here some tim e 
ago. The story runs th u s: 


b u s h ’s st a t e m e n t. 
Mr. H ardesty, Q.—W hat is 
your 
name? 
A.—George W. Bush. 
Q.—W here do you live? 
A.—Los Angeles. 
Q.—How long have you lived here? 
A.—About four years; three or four 
years. 
Q.—W hat has been your business or 
occupation 6ince you came here? 
A —Well, stealing, as a general rule. 
(Sensation.) 
Q.—Now make any statem ent concern­ 
ing these facts that you choose to the 
court. 
A.—Well, shortly after my arrival in 
this city I became acquainted with 
William Levy, a second-hand dealer in 
this city. 
He had a place on Upper 
Main street. 
And shortly afterward ho 
made me acquainted with a detective 
here in town by the name of H arris— 
Emil Harris. 
And shortly after I be­ 
came acquainted with one Jennings— 
Charlie Jennings—and probably a month 
or two afterward I was in Levy’s place 
of business, and he told me th at Mr. 
Harris was running for an office, and 
that he wanted help to get in. 
Well, he 
wanted me to go down here to a certain 
place and get some staff and give to 
them , so as they could turn it over 
for the reward, and 
get the office 
through this. 
Mr. Levy introduced me 
to a young man by the name of Wil­ 
liams, I believe. Together with him I 
got the stuff, and turned it over to Mr. 
Levy and Jennings and Harris, and they 
returned it to the owner for the reward. 
Mr. H arris shortly afterward got the po­ 
sition he was looking for. A few months 
ufterward he sent for me and told me he 
was placed in a position now th at he 
could protect me. 
He wanted me to do 
the work for him ; that ia, to steal for 
h im ; and he would take tho stuff, and if 
he didn’t want it himself why he would 
return it for the reward. 
He was prin­ 
cipally anxions to get diamonds and good 
jewelry of some kind or another, 
tío it 
went along for quite awhile, and finally I 
went to Jennings, and he took me round 
and showed me different 
places he 
wanted me to rob, and bring him the 
stuff. The principal place he went to 
was Dr. Owens’s place on Pearl street. 
He was anxious to have this place 
shown, to have it robbed. 
I went and 
told him it was impossible to have that 
done. He told me 1 was a coward. Any­ 
thing I would get, why, I would bring 
them , and they would give me whatever 
they saw fit for it. If I took them a 
chain 
worth 
$25 
or 
$30, 
they 
would give me $3 for it, 
pretend 
it was put in pawn, and never have 
enough money to get it out. If it was 
worth $50 I would get about two—enough 
for my existence, and a very poor exist­ 
ence at that. I have tried to make 
enough to leave the city ; I could not do 
it. They have often showed me places 
to do up, that is to ro b ; took me round 
time and time again, on the street car. 
generally, to different places; and I did 
so. 
At one of the places out here we got 
some diamonds, large diamonds, that 
were worth probably seventy-five or a 
hundred dollars. They gave me $10 for 
it. That is, they made it in two pay­ 
ments—gave me $5, and about the time 
the $5 was run through with, why, they 
would give me the other $5. 
And Jen­ 
nings, he was continually hounding me— 
wanted me to do this aDd do that. And 
I would give them —1 recollect a Mex­ 
ican opal ring worth twenty-five or thirty 
dollars; he gave me $2 for it. 
There 
were several pieces of jewelry, a good 
chain and watch. 
Mr. H arris has got a 
diamond set and bracelet he said was 
valued at twenty or twenty-five dollars, 
I don’t knuw which. 
He gave me $5 for 
it. 
He told me he would protect me in 
whatever I did. 
Q —W here did you live during that 
tim e? 
A.—Well, when—the time Jennings 
told me to come up to the office, Harris 
wanted to see me. 
I went up there, and 
he wanted to do something for m e ; told 
me in the meantime I should go and re­ 
side at his house. 
And shortly after 
ward he told me what he wanted. 
That 
is, before thiB I—previous to this I 
hadn’t eeen him for about six months, 
and he had sent for me. Told me I 
could go up to his house and stay th e re ; 
he would tell me shortly afterward what 
he wanted. I went up there. 
Two 
days afterward he took me out and 
showed me the place he wanted me to 
do np. He told me— 
By Mr. McComas—W hat do you mean 
by “ do up?” 
A.—He told me he was in a position 
to protect me in any way he could. 
He 
said: 
“ Whenever there is any place 
where an officer will bother yon,” he 
says, “ you will let me know, and I will 
move the officer off the heat, so as you 
can get along without any trouble.” 
By Mr. McComas—W hat do you mean 
by “ doing up?” 
A.—Places he would show, and tell 
me to do that place u p ; get the jewelry 
there. 
By Mr. Hardesty—W hat do you mean 
by doing up? 
A.—Robbing the place. 
And he was 
very anxions for me to get good, valuable 
jewelry, diamonds, gold watched and 
jewelry of that kind. And Jennings told 
me on one occasion—I hadn’t eeen him 
for quite a while. 
I met him, and he 
asked me why I didn’t come around, 


Well, I told him I had been sick. “Well 
(he says), you are not afraid of me, are 
you ? I don’t want yon to be afraid of 
me. because I won’t do you any harm ; I 
will protect yon; I am a crook m yself; I 
have been in that business; if you set in 
j a»1 I will get you out.” 
After I would 
rob a place I would give them the stuff. 
If they had no use for it themselves they 
would return it for the reward, and give 
me whatever they saw fit, and that would 
be the end of it. 
By Mr. Hardesty—How long did you 
live in Harris’s house? 
A.—Oh, it was three or four m onths, I 
believe 
Q.—Did you at any time rob a hard­ 
ware store? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—W hat did you get? 
A.—There was $640 worth of cutlery 
taken out of the place. 
And it was given 
to Mr. H arris to return it for the reward. 
He got the reward, 10 cents on the in­ 
voice price of $640. 
And what money he 
gave me he afterwards wanted 
One of 
them told m e he hadn’t got the claim 
what he said he had got, and wanted me 
to return some of the money. I told him 
I could not do that, because I done the 
work and would have nothing. 
Q.—W hat kind of implements or in­ 
strum ents did you use, or what was pro­ 
cured for you, or attempted to be pro­ 
cured for you, if you know ? 
A.—Well, previous to this last burg­ 
lary th at was committed, Mr. Jennings 
came to me and told me. 
He says: “I 
think it is rather dangerous for you.” 
Asked me what I was using for a light. I 
told him a candle. 
He says: “ That is 
not good,” and he says: “ I will try and 
get you a lantern.” I say s: “ All right.” 
He said be would go into Cohen’s and 
ask if Cohen had a lantern. 
H e came 
over and said Cohen said he hadn’t 
any. 
He 
then 
eaid 
he 
would 
go 
to 
Fullerton’s 
drug 
store and 
Ree if he could get one. 
He says: 
“ Fullerton has one. 
I know a man 
there.” 
This was in the evening about 
5 o’clock. 
H e say s: “ If he has not got 
one I will go right home.” 
He struck 
out, walked right down and went home. 
Of course I didn’t have any dark lan­ 
tern. 
The gold settings and stuff we 
could not sell, he would get the tester 
in Cohen’s and come up to our room and 
teBt it. 
Q.—W hat do you mean by testing it? 
A.—Finding out the carat value of it. 
The tester is an instrument with eight or 
ten prongs. 
Acid is used on the prongs, 
and the carat of the gold is ascertained 
by the acid eating the gold that has been 
rubbed off on the stone. 
We tested sne 
article, a pin, th at was valued at about 
tweDty-five or thirty dollars, aud found 
it to be fourteen carats. 
He said ha 
would take it and see what he could get 
on it. 
He tested it, and said he could 
get about ten dollars tor it. 
He took it 
down to Cohen, and said Cohen would 
not give $10; he would only give $2.50. 
He took it down and gave me $2 50. 
Q —Have you ever seen that pin 
since? 
A.—Yea, sir. 
Q —W hat did you say ? 
A —Yes, sir. 
Q —W here did you see it afterw ard? 
A.—In the police station. 
Q —Did you see any package it was 
in—the envelope it was in? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—How was the envelope m arked, if 
yon remember? 
A.—I didn’t notice the marking on the 
envelops. 
Q — Why didn’t you leave town ? 
A.—Just simply for the reason I could 
not get money enough to leave town. 
They just kept me down to bedrock all 
the tim e; made it so I didn’t have 
enough money to leave town. 
If I got 
a diamond valutd at $40.000, they wonld 
not give me more tkan twenty-five or 
fifteen dollars. 
By the Court—You would not have 
taken such a diamond and footed it out 
of town with it, I puppose? 
A.—Well, I could have done th at; yeB, 
sir. 
Q.-^Well, you,have etited Mr. Jen­ 
nings said he would protect you? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
On the day I got ar­ 
rested he came right to the police officers 
and told them everything; said he was 
doing that in order to work me. 
He 
slid be knew I was stealing all the time, 
but he was just waiting for me to rob 
some place where there would be a large 
reward for the Btuff, and th at he would 
arrest me for it. 
Q — Who did he state that to? 
A.—The officer, I believe. 
Q —W hat officer? 
A.—Mr. 
Auble 
and 
Mr. Bowler. 
Everything I have said has been investi­ 
gated. 
Q.—Is that all ? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
The Court.—Sit down. 
During the foregoing exam ination every 
eye was centered on the young man who 
had been testifying. 
W hen he had fin­ 
ished, Officer M. T. Bowler testified that 
Detective Jennings told him that he had 
bought the stuff from Bush and Clarke, 
and Knew it to be stolen, but did not 
know where it came from. Jennings 
told him that he expected to recover 
Governor W aterman’s watch, stolen sev­ 
eral weeks ago, through Bush, and that 
was his excuse fo r taking the stolen 
property. 
James Clark, the other defendant, was 
now called to the stand, and said that he 
IB the son of James Clarke, Esq., of Po­ 
mona, a prominent lawyer of tüat city, 
and nephew of Joseph Clarke, foreman of 
the Central Pacific machine shope in 
Sacramento. He said he had only been 
stealing a short time. 
The night before 
the last burglary Detective Jennings, he 
said, met Bush and himself, and they 
had some talk about getting a lantern. 
Jennings went across to Fullerton’s drag 
store, uuder the Hoffman house on Main 
street, to get one, but did not find one 
there. 
He also went to L.B. Cohen’s for 
one. Jennings took a pin to Cohen’s and 
sold it. The witness said he lived in 
Sacramento twelve or fifteen years, is a 
married man and has a baby three years 
old. 
When the examination was concluded, 
Judge Cheney Baid that the revelations 
by the defendants are so serious that he 
would take time for further investigation 
and consideration; he therefore post­ 
poned the sentence until Thursday morn­ 
ing at 10 o’clock. 
Harris and Jennings both say that the 
stories told by Bush and Clarke are 
false, and that the whole thing is a put 
up job.

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THE TEACHERS. 
The Connty Institute Begins 
Its Session. 


8KYEBA.L OF TUB ADDRESSES. 


A Large Attendance—C. L. Ennis on 
Normal Edncation—Science Teach­ 
ing Ideas. 


Yesterday mornicg at half paat 10 the 
Los Angeles Connty Teachers’ Institute 
was called to order by Connty Superin­ 
tendent W. W. Seaman in Tarn Verein 
hall. There was a very large attendance 
every seat on the main floor and most of 
those in the gallery being taken. When 
the roll was called, it was found that 
nearly all the teachers of the connty were 
preeent. 
Mr. Seaman delivered some brief but 
forcible remarks. He referred to the ex 
cellent condition of the Los Angeles 
county schools in spite of the late storms, 
and congratulated the people upon the 
superior results attained in the public 
•ohools of this county. Last year one 
hundred and thirty-two pupils were gradu­ 
ated by the Ccsnty Beard cf Education 
H e epoke especially of the advantage 
which was gained by graduating exer­ 
cises in a school in stimulating the efforts 
of the pupils. 
At the conclusion of his address Mr. 
Seaman appointed a special committee 
composed oí W. M. Friesaer, Mrs. E. P. 
Rowell and Will Monroe to draft a reno- 
lution of welcome to the teachers of the 
State. The committee offered the follow­ 
ing, which was adopted: 
“ W hereas, The California Teachers' 
Association is with ns, we. the teachers 
of Los Angeles county, cordially invite 
all members of the State Association to 
meet with us in social reunion at Turn 
Yerein hall Tuesday evening, at 8 
o'clock; also, that we welcome them to 
the sessions of the Connty Institute 
held Monday and Friday.” 
Charles L. Ennis, President of the 
County Board of Education, delivered 
the opening address of the Iaetitute. It 
was a scholarly and intelligent effort, 
containing much valuable and interest­ 
ing matter. The following are selections 
from the address: 
General public education, as you all 
know, is of recent origin. As it pro 
gresses, ignorance and superstition dim­ 
inish and our republican institutions 
grow stronger and become more firmly 
rooted. The majority of parents being 
nnable to teach their children, or to 
have them taught at home, there arises 
a necessity for public schools. The pub­ 
lic schools of today are supported at 
public expense for the public good. 
They are by no means an inexpensive 
luxury, and it is but just that the public 
should demand that they subserve the 
purpose for which they are maintained, 
which purpose is to educate our boys and 
girls and make of them thoughtlul, in­ 
telligent, honorable men and women. Of 
course this is the ideal. But to expect 
its realization in every case would be to 
assume that all children are well dis­ 
posed, that they have good minds and 
are brought up under proper home in­ 
fluences; that all schools are under wise 
supervision, and that all teachers are 
conscientious, intelligent and painstak­ 
ing. These conditions, alas! do not 
always exist together. 
OCR NORMAL SCHOOLS ARE BOING NOBLE 
SERVICE 
In the preparation of trained teachers 
for the public schools of this State, and 
these institutions are constantly growing 
in efficiency and popularity. 
I am sure 
our worthy superintendent will bear mo 
out in the statement that there are but 
few State Normal School graduates teach­ 
ing in thiB county who are not doing so 
with signal success. 
I am glad to be 
able to speak thus encouragingly of the 
work of normal schools, for I am thor­ 
oughly imbued with the idea that their 
maintenance is a necessity, and that our 
country must eventually look to them for 
all her teachers. With a view to reaching 
that point as early as possible,¿I believe 
it would not be a bad idea to allow the 
normal schools instead of county boards 
oí education to hold examinations and 
grant certificates of qualification to reach. 
This plan would have the advantage of 
being more uniform and less expensive 
than the system now in use ; besides, it 
would relieve teachers of repeated ex­ 
aminations and would dispense with the 
accusation sometimes now made that 
those who pass on teachers’ qualifica­ 
tions are themselves incompetent to 
judge. 
Fellow-teachers, I do not wish to be 
understood as intimating that none but. 
normal-school graduates ever succeed in 
teaching. On the contrary, 1 believe 
MANY OF OUR BEST TEACHERS NEVER AT­ 
TENDED A NORMAL SCHOOL; 
But it do69 not follow that they are bet­ 
ter teachers than they would have been 
with the proper normal-school training. 
There is a claes of teachers, far too 
large, and I regret to say that some of 
our normal school graduates are in­ 
cluded, who think when they have 
secured a certificate to teach there is 
nothing more for them to do but put 
themselves in a prominent place and 
wait for the numerous multitude to walk 
up and drink at the fountain thus pro­ 
vided. 
Teachers belonging to this class do not 
find time to read educational papers or 
works on teaching. They are able to at­ 
tend an institute for five long days, 
mmgiing with the best teachers of the 
county and State, and not get one educa­ 
tional idea to assist them in their every­ 
day work. Teachers ef this class, allow 
me to say, soon rust out, and the sooner 
they do the better for all concerned, for 
the world has no further use for their 
services. 
Hou. Ira G. Hoitt, State Superintend­ 
ent of Schools, followed in an addreis in 
which he urged the value of school 
libraries. He spoke of the excellence of 
the Los Angeles public schools, and com­ 
plimented Superintendent Seaman on his 
work. He referred in feeling terms to J. 
N. Wilson, a prominent educator of the 
State, who has died daring the year. 
Hon. Abbott Kinney then spoke on 
the subject of “Arbor Day.” Among 
other things he said: 
The child who plants a tree will not 
soon forget it, and with judicious sugges­ 
tions from the teacher may come to care 
for and cherish it, The arbor days and 
claes tree-planting days in some of our 
Eastern States have come to be beautiful 
festivals. 
The ceremony consists in 
creating a life whose growth is double 
— one, material, in accumulating lay­ 
ers of wood, and the other, spiritual, 
•ending deep into the heart the roots of 
• loVe for nature. The tree is useful, 
beautiful, and sometimes absolutely nec­ 
ia the latter case narrow indi­ 
vidual eelf interest is incnpeble of being 
brought to plant or preserve forests. 
For this we w a t have an intelligent in­ 


formation on forestry together with re­ 
gard for the welfare of the whole people. 
How better can we lead the coming gen­ 
eration to this than through the interest 
every one takes in a growing life from 
their own hands—in a tree-planting. 
In Southern California deforested 
mountains mean increased intensity of 
drought in summer, and fiercer floods in 
winter. Other countries have Ixsen in­ 
jured or destroyed by undue forest denu­ 
dation. What has been may be again. 
Let os then have an Arbor Day. Should 
this be established this year, it would 
be well to have each child bring a bottle 
of water to use in planting its tree. 
Every Californian should plant at least 
one tree a year. An Arbor Day will do 
much to stimulate tree-planting. For 
my mite in this direction, I will present 
upon the notice of the County Superin­ 
tendent 10,000 trees to the school child­ 
ren of Los Angeles county. 
The afternoon session began at about 2 
o’clock. W. 8. Monroe, of Pasadena, 
spoke on the teaching of science in the 
public echools. He said: There is a 
greater demand now than ever before for 
the proper teaching of science in the 
lower grades of our schools. One of the 
reaeons why our high schools are not 
more successful than they are is that the 
papila come into them entirely ignorant 
of the fundamental principles of science. 
The elements are simple, and can be 
tanght to the youngest children in the 
schools. Science teaching in the paat 
has been very poor and incomplete. In 
my own experience it consisted only in 
the memorizing of facts from a text-book. 
6cience is organized knowledge; it may 
be obtained either from the experience 
of others or through our own experience. 
It is the function of the school and 
teachers to lead the child to acquire for 
himself the great facts of nature. 
For example, let us review in brief a 
series of lessons on insects. On Friday 
the teacher sugge- ts that each member 
of the class bring on Monday some in­ 
sect, and I would advise that it be some 
insect which will not be obnoxious. The 
natural squeemishness of pupils must he 
considered, although in time it can be 
overcome. Assign thirty minutes a day 
for the work, and give it to the school as 
a whole, no m itter how many grades it 
may contain. Each pupil has his insect 
on Monday. By questions you elicit 
statements with regard to the various 
parts of the cricket. You must yourself 
thoroughly understand the subject, not to 
tell them about it, but to correct the errors 
into which they will naturally fall. A 
cricket furnishes an excellent lesson in 
anatomy. On Tuesday you will have a 
reproduction lesson. You place a para­ 
graph outline on the blackboard, which 
the pupils under your questioning 
will fill out. 
Wednesday may bo 
devoted 
to 
criticism, 
but 
what 
is written should be corrected in the 
classroom by yourself and the scholars 
and not taken home. Begin with the 
errors that are common to most of the 
claims and center your efforts on then* 
Use Thursday for copying and correcting 
the exerciee and for drawing. If draw­ 
ing Í6 of any value it is for its use in 
study. Pupils of the last decade ap­ 
pear to have learned very little from 
the reproducing of pictures. To be of 
value, drawing should be from the oh- 
jects themselves, and should begin with 
the youngest pupils. The reaBun why 
there are difficulties in the teaching of 
drawing is that it is usually not begun 
until the pupils have reached a point 
where their mental concept of a picture 
of an object is so far in advance of their 
ability to reproduce it that they become 
discouraged. We want a closer rel ition 
between drawing and school work. Frjday 
we will have a dissection and a mount­ 
ing lesson. Notice how the limbs are 
connected and w ere the wings are at­ 
tached, and mount it in correct position. 
It need not be urged that you have no 
appliances. A needle stuck in a pine 
stick will do for dissection, and a few 
toothpicks and a little mucilage for 
mounting Kill the creature in a humane 
manner, and instead of teaching cruelty 
it will inculcate consideration for insect-. 
My plea is that we should have intelli­ 
gent teaching in this work. Unless you 
have a definite plan you will make a 
farce of it. You must work out the de­ 
tails of the plan yourselves, and you 
must be enthusiastic in the work to in­ 
still interest in the pupils. Tnis me hod 
will often do wonders for some dull boy 
or girl. In this climate it íb especially 
practicable, as insects and plants can be 
obtained every day iu the year. 
At the couclu ion cf his remarks, the 
ppe.-ker showed a number of composi 
tuns on insects, with samples of the 
creatures mounted on paper. 
Atter a recess of a few minutes Miss 
King, of Han Diego, sang a solo, and L 
D Brown followed on the subject of 
•'Patriotic Education.” He said: 
With your knowledge of mental sci­ 
ence and of education, you will be able 
to assign the right place in the genera) 
scheme for instruction in civics and in 
patriotism. 
To know our country is to 
love her beyond all other countries. The 
first thing in instructing our youth in the 
duties of patriotism is to teach them 
what our country is. We should teach 
physical geography in the light of his­ 
tory—that the American continent is to 
be the scene of the greatest development 
of civilization ever s^en. It ia a great 
satisfaction to study and teach science,hut 
the teacher has more pleasure in the 
thought that he instructs those who are 
to rule the nation. The love of country, 
is one of tne grandest sentiments that 
can actuate the human soul. I would 
have every teacher feel that the country 
is hi* nod that every stripe and star on 
the flag have a meaning for him. The 
teacher must know and love his country. 
The history of the country must be 
tanght in a patriotic way, aad we ougnt 
to make more une of that side of litera­ 
ture which stimulates patriotism. 
There is perhaps the greatest spirit of 
unrest among our people that has ex­ 
isted for a quarter of a century. 
We 
must encourage the young men and 
womea to look beyond themselves, urg­ 
ing the moral side of education. We 
should spend more time in inculcating 
the necessity of developing themselves 
to better citizenship. 
The next speaker was Mrs. Clara A. 
Burr. She spoke upon instruction in the 
Didt-arte system in the public school >, 
She said: The question in education 
which is paramount to all others is that 
of the relation of the kindergarten to the 
public schools. The root principles are 
to be extended through the principles 
now applied in the schools. 
The iree joyous spirit of the kinder 
garten appeals to the inner spirit of the 
child. 
Thus the Delsarte system has 
its relation with the kindergarten. Any­ 
one with suppleness of muscle and 
powers of imitation may do the Delsarte 
movements, but more is needed to 
thoroughly understand and teach them. 
Before the system can be incorporated in 
the schools, discrimination must be 
used in the selection of teachers. The 
study of the system is the work of a life­ 
time. 
In the evening Prof. John Dickenson 
delivered a lecture on the geology of the 
stars, which wae largely attended and 
well received.

THE UNITED STATES COURT. 
Three Im p o rta n t Caeca 
Decided 
A gain st th e Itallroad Co. 
Judge Roes yesterday handed down a 
decision covering three land cases against 
the Southern Pacific Company. The 
railroad brought suit to ejec: John T. 
Tilley, M. S. Walker and J. M. Pallman 
from lands claimed by the company. 
The court decided in favor of all three 
eettlerB, as the cases were exactly sim­ 
ilar. The land in question is part of the 
old Atlantic and Pacific grant, to which 
the Southern Pacific succeeded. The 
Secretary of the Interior, about 1866, de­ 
cided that the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany were the aucceesors of the Atlantic 
and Pacific, and ordered that the former 
corporation had a right to make selec­ 
tions in the districts where the settlers’ 
lands lie. Four years later these people 
settled on the lands and the Secretary of 
the Interior, after tue filings had been 
refused in the Los Angeles office, ruled 
that it was error to so refuse and ordered 
the claims of these parties to issue, 
which was done, and in due time patents 
were iseued. 
The company sued, 
claiming 
that 
the order of 
the 
previous Secretary allowing them to 
select the lands took precedence of the 
later order allowing the settlers to file on 
them. The court holds that the com­ 
pany not having made the selection at 
the time these settlers came on, the 
Secretary of the Interior had the right to 
infer the company did^notintend to make 
a selection of these lands, and that 
therefore the settlers had a right to them. 
Tne decision is on new points not here­ 
tofore raised in this State and is very 
important. The case was tried for the 
company by Hon. Joseph Redding, and 
the settlers were represented by Joseph 
H. Call, Esq., of this city, who won his 
case.E. A. Meeerve, Esq., wae admitted to 
practice before the United States courts, 
on motion of J. II. Call, Esq., and a Cal­ 
ifornia certificate.

T H E CHINESE ENUMERATION BILL 


Passed By tlie Ho. se W ithout a Dis­ 
sen tin g Vota—Many New 
B ills In tro d u ced .

W a s h i n g t o n , March 1 7 .— While peti­ 
tions were being presented in the Senate 
this morning, Cockrell rose to present 
remonstrances against the extradition 
treaty with Russia, but was notified that 
th at waB a m atter lor executive session. 
After some debate the presiding officer 
subm itted the question as to whether the 
petition shonld be received in open ses 
■ion. It was decided it should be. The 
petition was therefore presented and sev* 
eral other like petitions from German 
labor societies in 8t. Louis and vicinity 
were likewise presented. 
Voorhees offered a preamble and reso­ 
lution setting forth the deep and wide­ 
spread depression and decay of the agri­ 
cultural interests of the American peo 
pie, the enormous and appalliog amount 
of mortgaged indebtedness on agricul­ 
tural lands, the total failure of borne 
m arkets to furnish remunerative prices 
for farm products, aud the scarcity and 
insnfficiency of money in circulation in 
the hands of the people with which to 
transact the business cf the country and 
effect exchanges of property at fair rates. 
The preamble then goes on to say: 
"These are circumstances of the most 
overwhelming importance to tbe safety 
aud well-being of the Governm ent; there­ 
fore be it 
“Resolved, That it is the highest duty of 
Congress in the present crisis to lay anide 
all discussion and consideration of mere 
party iesueR and give prompt and imme­ 
diate attention to the preparation and 
adoption of such measures as are re­ 
quired for the relief of th e farmers aud 
other overtaxed and underpaid laborers 
of the United States.” 
H e asked that the resolution be printed 
and laid on the table, and gave notice 
th a t at the close of the morning business 
on Wednesday he should ask permission 
to submit some remarks to the Senate in 
relation to it. 
' Call asked that his resolution in rela­ 
tion to the nominations of 8wayne and 
Stripling as Judge and District Attorney 
for the Northern District of Florida be 
laid before the Senate. The presiding 
officer ruled that any motion for con­ 
sideration in open session of the execu­ 
tive business should be made in execu­ 
tive session. 
He therefore declined to 
entertain the resolution. 
Call said he had submitted another 
resolution on the same subject, which he 
asked to have read. The presiding offi­ 
cer said he had examined the resolution, 
and he thought it open to the same ob­ 
jection. 
He did not regard the resolu­ 
tion as in order with open doors. 
After a brief debate the Senate went 
into executive session, although Call 
appealed from the decision of the chair. 
W hen the doors were re-opened the 
Blair Educational bill was taken up and 
Daniel spoke in advocacy thereof. 
M organ op p osed th e b ill. 
The Urgent Deficiency bill was then 
taken up, and the following amend­ 
m ents, among others, were agreed to: 
Appropriating $35,000 additional for the 
expenses of the luternational Marine 
Conference; appropriating $50,000 for 
boats, storeB, etc., for the new cruisers; 
the insertion of several paragraphs for 
the payment of District Judges, District 
Attorneys and m arshals for the States of 
N orth Dakota, South Dakota, Montana 
and W ashington; appropriating $200,000 
for public printing; appropriating $8,000 
additional for the maintenance of a refuge 
station at Point Barrow, Alaska.

H ouho to d ay , on motion of McKenna, of 
California, the 8enate bill w as passed 
(with an am endm ent striking out the ap ­ 
propriation clause) increasing from $150,­ 
000 to $300,000 the limit of the cost cf 
the public building at Sacramento. 
McKenna, under instructions from the 
committee on Eleventh Census, moved 
to suspend the rules and pass the bill 
authorizing the Superintendent of Census 
to enum erate the Chinese population in 
such a m anner as to enable him to com­ 
plete an accurate descriptive list of all 
the Chinese in the United States, 
• t the time of taking the census, 
and give each person so enumerated 
a certificate containing particulars neces­ 
sary to fully identify him , and such cer­ 
tificates shall be the sole evidence of the 
right of the person to be and remain in 
the United States. The bill further pro­ 
vides penal statutes against Chinese who 
ehall Pell, transfer or dispose of such 
certificates. 
The sum of $150,000 is ap­ 
propriated to carry out the provisions of 
the bill, which was passed without di­ 
vision. 
Morrow addressed the House on the 
bill, explaining its provisions and the 
reasons why certificates should be given. 
H e showed how the Scott Chinese E x­ 
clusion act was null and void, and 
claimed that as many Chinese laborers 
came into the country now aa before the 
adoption of the Scott law. He believed 
th at if the bill was passed the coming of 
this class could be checked, if not stop­ 
ped. If a Chinese laborer couid not 
show a certificate, then he should be re­ 
turned. 
Clunie fallowed. 
He said the Pacific 
Coast demanded the exclusion of all 
Chinese, 
iacluding 
merchants, 
and 
would only allow members of the Chinese 
legation to enter. 
Under suspension of the rules the fol­ 
lowing bills and resolutions were passed : 
Joint resolution requesting the Presi­ 
dent to invite the King of the Hawaiian 
islands to select «'elegates to represent 
his kingdom in the American Congress. 
Bill transferring the revenue cutter 
service from the Treasury Department to 
the Navy Department. 
Bill creating tbe offices of assistant 
general superintendent and chief clerk 
of the railway mail service. 
Adjourned.

W h y m e R a t i f i c a t i o n o f t h e R u t ­ 
i l a n T r e a t y I* A n t a g o n iz e d 
W a sh in g t o n, March 17.—The protest 
against the ratification of the Russian 
treaty, which the Senate, over President 
pro tem.

The reasons given for the protest are 
that the signers consider that the ratifi­

offer no guarantee for the honest use of 
an extradition treaty.

Court today rendered a decision in an 
interesting case, growing out of the acta 
of the fifteenth session of the Idaho 
Legislature. 
The appellants alleged 
that 
they declared the Council and 
House of Representatives adjourned at 
m idnight after a session of sixty days, 
this being the lim it of the Legislative 
session under the Congressional law. 
They assert that some members cf each 
House remained behind and elected new 
presiding officers and passed a number 
of acts. 
They sued to have theso acta 
declared null and void, and the proceed­ 
ings expunged from the records. The 
Idaho Supreme Court denied tbe appli 
cations, 
and 
this 
court 
affirms 
the 
judgm ent. 
The court says in 
part: 
"T he 
safety 
of 
our 
in­ 
stitutions 
depends in 
a 
consider­ 
able 
measure 
upon tho legislative, 
executive and judicial departments being 
kept separate, and upon none of them 
infringing on the others. It is not one of 
the functions of the court to inquire 
into the record of a legislative body, and 
to determine whether a body assuming 
to be a Legislature, is legal or not. 
A 
suit presenting this question might per­ 
haps arise in some case growing out of 
an act passed by the Legislature, but the 
court does not pass in the Dresent case 
upon how far it would be justified in such 
suits in inquiring into the validity of the 
Legislature, as the case at issue does not 
require it to do so.”

17.— Charles 
Francis Adams 
appeared before tbe 
House committee on Pacific rail roads this 
morning, and submitted printed reports 
of the arguments previously made by 
him. He then discussed the Frye bill. 
That bill, he said, placed the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific in different 
relations to the Government. 
As a m at­ 
ter of principle the Union Pacific could 
make no objection to that course. Tbe 
Central Pacific never had and never 
would have the local trade which the 
Union Pacific possessed. The question 
was whether the burden should be pro 
portionate to the strength of the com­ 
panies. 
He always maintained that in 
dealing with the Pacific railroads the 
Government, so far as its contract was 
concerned had divested itself of its 
sovereignty, and dealt with them as a 
banker or individual would do. 
The 
Government was justified in saying that 
the Union Pacific, in view of its situa­ 
tion, abouid bear a heavier burden than 
the Central Pacific could buar without, 
being crushed. 
He did not object to the 
general provisions of the Frye bill, nor 
insist that the Union Pacific should be 
placed on equal term s with the Central 
Pacific, neither was he here to say that 
the terms imposed on the Central Pacific 
were too lenient; on the contrary, he 
was obliged to say the provisions of the 
bill imposed as heavy a load as the Cen­ 
tral Pacific could bear. He did not think 
that the Union Pacific would be willing 
to take the property of the Central Pa­ 
cific with a heavier load than the Frye 
bill imposed upon it. The Frye bill was 
a good and fair bill in many respects, 
but there were a few material points in 
which he would like to see it modified. 
Ho was forced to the conclusion that 
the burden which the Frye bill imposed 
upon the Union Pacific was too severe 
and too heavy. 
He did not think he 
would be willing to be responsible for 
the results of the future if the conditions 
of th at bill were imposed on the com­ 
pany, especially at this time. 
It was 
not the interest of the Government or 
the people that the Union Pacific should 
cease from being a dividend-paying 
stock, and become a speculative stock; 
cease to be an investment stock and be­ 
come a Wall-atreet stock. It was not in 
the interest of the Government nor of 
the Union Pacific that the company 
should be launched on a long voyage cf 
fifty years, weighted down to the water­ 
line so that those who navigated the 
craft should spend half the time clinging 
to the rigging in order to save thorn- 
selveB from every wave that swept over 
the deck. Tbe Frye bill was loading the 
company down to the water-line beyond 
what he considered tbe limits of safety. 
Adams said the Frye bill was in the 
interest of the States through which the 
Union Pacific passed, although the peo­ 
ple of those States did not nee it. They 
had an idea that anything which helped 
the railroad injured them. 
This was an 
erroneous idea. The company, in its 
desire to get liberty, was forced to the 
very limit of safety, and at times he had 
hesitated whether it was worth the com­ 
pany’s while to accept the provisions of 
the bill.

Y a r n e l P a l ’ a r n D is s e c t e d . 
It is refreshing to find a legal docu 
m ent th at gives us in plain Anglo-Saxon 
the exact facts as they appear to the 
oommon miad. 
Such a document is the 
answer filed yesterday to Jesse Y arnell’s 
application for an injunction restraining 
th e City Treasurer from transferring the 
public funds in his possession to the 
City Bank. 
Jesse, who is, outside of ring m atters, 
a very pink and flower of probity—in- 
-deed, we might say, the flower of Dun­ 
blane in his propinquity to high moral 
ideas—wants to restrain the City Treas 
urer from removing from his possession 
the public moneys that are not in bis 
possession, to the City Bank, into whose 
possession they have been ordered by 
“the Council. The funny part of this very 
fanny application is that Jesse, the flower 
etc., has, as a 
stockholder of one 
of the ‘ kicking” banks, this very money 
he wants to restrain from going out of 
his pockets, 
or 
rather his and his 
partners’ safes. 
Now, it looks very much to a lay mind 
as if the law phould be invoked in favor 
of restraining Mr. Y arnell from bringing 
these perpetual and absurd iojunctions 
againet himself. 
H e wants the courts to 
hold fast to him lest he permit himBelf to 
injure Yarnell by delivering the moneys 
in 
his own pocket into the custody 
of the parties who are legally entitled to 
them . 
Of course the whole business is a sham . 
Mr. Yarnell anes out an injunction to re­ 
strain himself, and the people believe he 
ought to be restrained from attem pting 
the absurd feat of lifting himself in the 
face of the public by his own sus­ 
penders. 
The court will doubtless let Mr. Y ar­ 
nell and his suspenders fall h ard in the 
legal corridor. 


I k j o i n i n g in the effort to let the City 
Bank have the funds for which th at in­ 
stitution off ‘TB to pay 4>£ per cent, inter 
eat instead of allowing others to use them 
for nothing, the City Treasurer does no 
m ore thau was expected of him. 
He 
has done his duty iu this m atter, as all 
who have known him at all felt he would 
do. 
This official has set a good example 
to his brethren in office about the City 
H all which they would do well to im i­ 
tate. T ie answer made on the part of 
the city leaves the ring not a semblance 
of a leg on which to stand. 
Gentlemen, 
accept the situation gracefully, and do 
your duty, albeit the act cornea Bomewhat 
tardily. Still it ie better done now than 
delayed longer. 
Let the taxpayers have 
the $20 000 interest offered for their 
money. 
As things go now the funds 
are worth nearly 
three 
times that 
am ount. Do not be too greedy. 
Let the 
people have one-tbirdof their rights, and 
be content with the other two. 


T h a t proposed plan of an exhibit of the 
products of California to be placed per­ 
manently in two or three of the centers 
of popula'ion in the East is the very key­ 
note of the present situation. 
It is ju*t 
w hat this section needs. 
Such a display 
as was seen here last week would turn 
the eyea of all who might behold it to 
the sunny land where such things grow. 
The fruit would appeal to the eye as no 
words, however forcibly writ ea, could 
ever appeal to the mind. 
There ought 
to be carefully prepared reading matter 
to go with the exhibit, explaining the 
profits of orange growing, and giviag de­ 
tails of the climate, in the way of rain­ 
fall, degrees of tem perature, absence of 
clouds, winds and other disagreeable 
meteorological features. 
By all means 
let this suggestion be put in practice. 


S o c i a l i s m must have grown to be a 
serious consideration in Germany when 
the young Emperor, under the guidance 
of Prince Biara trek, has to turn to the 
Roman Pontiff for aid in dealing with 
this movement of the people. 
When 
young W illiam a few weeks ago wrote 
those famous rescripts of his, Cardinal 
Manning did not take them in the purely 
Pickwickian sense their author meant 
them in, and wrote the Emperor a letter 
full of sound sense and statesmanship. 
T he tide of popular aspiration in Ger 
many cannot be stayed. 
That aspiration 
is in the most direct line of justice, of in­ 
herent human rights. 
The rescripts will 
have to be written in other than a Pick 
wickian sense 
before the aid of the 
church will be obtainable, or would do 
mnch good if it were freely given. 


A g e n t l e m a n of 8an Francisco, who is 
here on a visit, received yesterday a 
letter from Hon. John Dillon, M. P., 
now making a tour of this country, in 
which, speaking of the effect of the 
Cronin murder, he s -ye: “ I cannot take 
a serious view, as yon do, of the Chicago 
murder. Nothing could be more uuiust 
or absurd than to hold the Irish cf this 
republic for the crime of a few desper­ 
adoes io that city. I feel convinced that 
the public opinion of this country is too 
intelligent to do anything of the kind ” 
Of course, logically and in reason Mr. 
Dillon is right. 
But there ie no doobt 
that the Cronin mnrder has done harm 
Ip the Irish cause with 
unthinking 
m icds, and nnforranstely the great mass 
of minds do not think. 


H e w to Dlapoie of the Sew age. 
A load clamor was raised about unem­ 
ployed labor in the city with a view of 
winning votes for the great boodle out­ 
fall and storm-drains. 
There is not of 
course any very excessive num ber of un­ 
employed people here at this time, and 
th at fact was always well understood. 
Still, there are some willing laborers in 
Loe Angeles who will be glad to get work 
on the sewers, and others will no doubt 
come in for the Bame purpose. There­ 
fore, the work ought to be begun with as 
little 
delay 
as 
possible. 
It 
will 
take 
some 
time 
to 
prepare 
the 
detail 
plans, 
sell 
the bonis 
and 
let the 
contracts. 
But no artificial 
delay ought to be permitted. The people 
either by a direct vote or by their silence 
say with sufficient emphasis that this 
interior system ought to be done, and we 
take it that this expression of opinion 
will be final 
There need be no hesitation about 
building the interior sewers because the 
outfall bonds did not carry. People who 
have seen little of this section may think 
all our winters are like the last. 
They 
are not. The annual rainfall in the city 
is about seventeen inches, and many 
winters it runp between seven and ten 
inches. There have been seasons when 
it fell to five inches and less. 
Any year 
when the precipitation is not excessive 
the demand for water for irrigation is 
great. In seasons of 
less than the 
average this demand ie for all that can 
be obtained, and in winters of scant 
rainfall it is clamorous. 
In such years 
the man in the orchard and garden dis­ 
tricts below the city who raised any load 
objection to the use of sewage would 
probably be doused into the ditch, and 
if he was too persistent he might find 
himself in danger of a short shrift and 
a long rope. 
There are wide areas of light, sandy 
soil north of Florence, between the rail 
road and the river, where ten tone of 
alfalfa a year can bo raised on the waste 
water from the city. 
In ordinary years 
all the water the mains may carry will 
be gladly uBed there. 
Here is the way out of all difficulty. 
It will be a year before the flow of sew­ 
age from this city is at all increased over 
what goes into the outfall now. 
Let the 
conduits be prolonged in the direction 
of this light dry district aa need may in 
dicate, and there will be no trouble. It 
will be two or three years before the 
volume of the sewage will be largely 
swelled by the new connections to be 
made. 
By that time we shall have two 
or three more winters to gain experience 
in, and 
we 
will 
then 
be 
better 
able 
to 
decide 
what 
is 
best to 
do. 
It is not at 
all 
reasonable 
to think th at there has come a radical 
and perpetual change over this climate 
Like all other sections, there will be 
ajain, as there have been in the past, 
seasons of lesa than the average rainfall, 
and then the sewage will be of in­ 
estimable value to the city. The year of 
1868 was very wet. It was followed by 
three years of very scant precipitation. 
Ten years later there was a season of 
heavy rains, followed by several of much 
below the average. 
Let the eewers be built with all reason­ 
able dispatch, and these other matters 
will be found to take care of themBelves.

Suppose that in our 
ideal syctem of government, the major­ 
ity should ru le ; does that imply that the 
minority has no rights?

The very reach and 
idea of reform is to make each vote a re­ 
sponsible factor in every election. Would 
a sewer vote carry with it to the major­ 
ity that senee of responsibility which 
we attach to power in individual cases?

A BURNING BUILDING COLLAPSES. 


Many Men C angkt Under the Ruins. 
Ten Taken Oat Dead and 
Others Injnred. 


Associated Pres* Dispatches to the H e r a l d . 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , March 1 7 .—W hat at first 
seemed an insignificant fire in the Merrill 
book-store 
building, 
on 
Washington 
street, 
this 
afternoon, 
resulted in a 
catastrophe in which at least ten men 
were killed and several wounded, some of 
whom will die. The fire started ehortlr 
after 3 o’clock near the furnace in the 
sub basement, and was stubborn. About 
5:30 there was a terrible crash, and the 
entire building, except the front wall, 
fell inward. 
At that time a num ber of 
firemen, variously estim ated at from 
eight to twenty, were on the roof of the 
building, aud were buried in the debris, 
which was piled forty feet high. 
Im­ 
mediately the work of rescuing the living 
and extricating the dead was begun by 
at least 500 volunteers, in addition to the 
uninjured firemen and police force.

The workmen digging in the mass of 
brick, iron and m ortar are trying to ex­ 
tricate a man whose tace, bloody and 
bruised, appears just above the debris. 
He is supposed to be Daniel Jones, a 
pipeman. 
His feet are caught by a huge 
iron girder, and he íb being liberally 
plied with stimulants to keep him alive. 
Underneath him is another man sup­ 
posed to be dead. 


SC EN ES O F SORROW . 
The scenes at fire headquarters have 
been only exceeded in pathetic interest 
by those at the homes of the dead fire­ 
men. Old men, the fathers of the young 
men who lost their lives, the wives, 
mothers and 
children of 
the 
dead, 
crowded into the room, seeking informa­ 
tion of their loved ones, and getting 
none, have rushed to the scene of the 
tire, and by their frantic appeals made 
doubly arduous the work of those en­ 
deavoring to get at the men imprisoned 
beneath the ruins. 
The first ambulance to leave the scene 
of the fire carried the remains o I the first 
four men taken from beneath the fallen 
floors. 
They were followed by an im 
promptu procession of carriages, wagons 
and pedestrians, and proceeded tiret to 
undertaking establishm ents, and then 
to the h--mes of the deceased, where in 
two instances their coming gave the first 
intimation of the sorrow la st had fallen 
on the home. 


T H E C A U SE O F T H E D ISA STER 
Is, as yet, not quite apparent. 
Daring 
i he two hours aud a half that the fire wan 
burning there had scarcely been a flame 
visible to the spectators in the streets 
and alleys, though there was a volume 
of smoke so dense %s to utterly obstruct 
the vision. 
About 5 o’clock the first en 
trance to the building was made by t'^e 
firemen, who were previously held back 
by the smoke. 
Suddenly there came a 
crash, and the whole building except the 
Washington-etreet front fell in. Firemen 
were on each of the three floors and the 
roof, and they were, of course, carried 
down in the collapse. It would seem 
that the building was insufficiently tied 
to those on either side of it, and the 
flames ate a hole in the center, letting 
the whole cave in. It is feared there are 
many other bodies in the debris. 


R E SC U E R S ST IL L AT W O RK . 


L a t e r —At midnight the rescuers have 
panially releas d the man supposed to 
be Ed Jones. It will take an hour or 
two more of hard work to get him out. 
He is alive but delirious. It is reported 
that three little newsboys were seen 
standing near the wall just before the col­ 
lapse, watching tbe firemen.

All but two or three of the dead 
and injured firemen had homes and 
families, and the scenes at those places 
tonight were heartrending.

W a sh in g t o n , March 17.—Baker, of 
New York, chairm an of the House com­ 
mittee on commerce, today introduced a 
bill amending the interstate commerce 
law. Among other amendments, the one 
of most general interest, particularly to 
railroad men, prohibits the payment di­ 
rectly or indirectly of any compensation 
whatever by one railroad to another, for 
the sale of tickets or influencing busi­ 
ness in its favor, and penalties are pro­ 
vided for its violation. It is also pro­ 
vided that all regularly appointed ticket 
agents shall be supplied with certificates 
of appointment, 
and shall keep the 
same exposed to public view in their 
offices. 
It shaii be unlawful for any 
person not holding a certificate to sell, 
barter or transfer for any consideration 
any ticket of any common carrier. 
A 
fine of $5,000 is imposed for violating 
this provision. 
Common carriers snail, 
at the request of the purchaser, redeem 
unused tickets at the cost price, or a por­ 
tion thereof at a proportionate rate. 
It 
shall be unlawful for any common car­ 
rier to pay any 
valuable considera­ 
tion to secure the forwarding of im m i­ 
grants by any route, but carriers will be 
permitted to m ake a rra n g e m e n ts a m o n g 
themselves for the routing of emigrants 
who do not choose their own route, sub­ 
ject to the a p p ro v a l of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission.

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THE ICE CROP. 


The Reason Why the Price 
Will Go Up. 


INTERVIEW WITH JOHN CASHIN. 


The Union lee Company on the 
Subject—Excessive Snows in the 
North—Scarce Crop East. 


Yesterday a reporter of the H 
e r a l d 
called to see John Oashin, the manager 
of the Union Ice Company, at 15 and 17 
Sontb Alameda street, to make some in­ 
quiries about the supply of ice for the 
coming season. This company deals in 
natural ice, harvested for the moat part 
in the vicinity of Truckee. 
The conversation was somewhat as 
follows: 
“ Mr. Cashin, in the interest of the con­ 
sumers of ice I would like to ask you e 
few questions, if yon have no objec 
tion.” 
“ No sir, I have no objection.” 
“ What was the immediate and chief 
cause for the advance in price of ice in 
this city ?” 
“ The immediate canse, I suppose, was 
the great necessity of making something 
over and above the cost of the article 
It is well known to the majority of con­ 
sumers that ice-dealers in and around 
Los Angeles have lost money in the bus­ 
iness during the past two years; hence 
the necessity of replenishing the invested 
capital. 
The next and most pressiug 
cause, I presume, was the extraordinary 
expense attached to saving and storing 
Batural ice on the Truckee river or the 
Sierra Nevada mountains this winter, 
chiefly owing to the excessive and con­ 
tinuóos snowstorms prevailing.” 
“ The readers of the 
H 
e r a l d ' s dis­ 
patches will Enow that there was a 
good deal of snow,” said the reporter. 
“ Yes, the depth of snow was immense, 
measuring a great many feet perpendicu­ 
larly, averaging from thirty to forty feet 
on the level. It required from 1,000 to 
1,500 men constantly shoveling snow, 
and receiving good wages therefor, say 
from $3 to $4 per day, and double time 
for night work. 
In addition, upwards of 
100 horses with scrapers were used haul­ 
ing and carrying the snow up and over 
its seif-made mountain dum p.” 
“ Was there a large crop of ice?” 
“ N o; there was not a full crop. 
A 
quarter of a crop would be about right to 
giv* as the extent of the harvest.” 
“ Is there likely to be an ice fam ine?” 
“ N o; I think there will be no scarcity 
this year. 
Sufficient has been carried 
over from last year’s crop to meet this 
year’s consumption.” 
“ How about the Eastern crop?” 
“ There is a very great deficit in the 
Atlantic States this year; in fact, an ice 
panic will exist, and cannot be avoided, 
as the consumption is immensely large. 
All the ice m ade and stored in this State 
could readily be disposed of at paving 
prices and shipped E ast.” 
The Truckee Republican,a semi-weekly 
paper published in the town of Truckee, 
a town in the midst of enow and ice 
ponds, has the following to say about ice 
and ice people: 


BIRDS OF A FEATHER. 
There was a big gathering of ice men 
In town Monday. 
At one time on Front 
street could be seen in earnest confabu­ 
lation, Jas. McDonald, Martin Sullivan, 
J. F. Moody, W arren Richardson, Den­ 
nis Burkbalter, and Chas. Painter. 
It 
looked like a called meeting of the Ana­ 
nias Clnb. 
The absence of Dave Dyeart 
and Jam es Crawford was all that was 
lacking to make the meeting complete. 
Of course they told how much ice each 
had put up and that not a E-ingle cake 
was less than 22 inches thick. They 
figured up their losses, which averaged 
from six to seven dollars a ton, and they 
sympathized with each other. It was an 
affecting scene.

There were about 30,000 tons carried 
over from last year, which will give 
nearly 70,000 tons on hand. 
Last year 
the crop put up was nearly 100,000 tons 
so that this year is only a little more 
than a third of a crop.

Truckee river next October.

It is a common error to suppose every disease 
which is at. ended by oppressed breaihing to be 
Asl hmo or Phthisic, vv e have shortness of breath 
in Consumption nnd Pneum onia, juBt as we do 
in Asthma, only th at in these diseases it is al­ 
ways present, whereas in Asthma it occurs in 
paroxysms.
